of all New England lakes, There is 
no day in which one cannot find {some- 
thing new to give him pleasure. Even 
when an angry mood is. on, and the 
surface is too much ruffied to tempt 
one to venture upon it, there 1s some- 
tLing attractive in its dark and sullen 
looks, and you know that you have only 
to wait patiently a little while, and all 
will be serene again.

We soon had our 
temptingly baited hooks in the water, 
but the surface was ‘too glassy and the 
sun too high for successful fishing. 
Only a few bass of moderate size re- 
warded our efforts, and as the hour. of 
noon drew near we took in our lines, 
pulled up the anchor, and rowed toa 
little island half a mile away where 
upon the rocks we ate ourlunch. After 
resting awhile we rowed to a spot near 
by where sunken ledges indicated the 
possibilities of bass. A gentle breeze 
had sprung up causing a ripple on the 
water which stimulated the fish to take 
the bait offered to them, and a number 
of handsome ones were brought into 
the boat. While thus engaged, a loqua- 
cious individual approached us in his 
boat, and kept up a constant fusilade 
of words as he came up and passed us, 
continuing his fire until out of range. 
He soon anchored at some distance 
from us, and ¢alled to us to come where 
he. was, saying that it was good ground. 
We accepted the invitation, and one of 
our number soon had reason to believe 
that the man was right, for within a 
very few moments he becams conscious 
that either one of the ledges ora big 
fish was fast to the other end of his 
line. A rapid movement soon settled 
the question, and after two or three 
downward plunges there came a break 
in the water and a noble bass appeared 
above the surface. Another effort was 
made by the fish to get under the rocks, 
but failing in that, as a final coup he 
darted across the bow of the boat and 
turning twisted the line around the an- 
chor line. There was an instant look 
of dismay on the face of the angler, as 
the reel would no longer work,-but de- 
termined to secure his prize he dropped 
his rod,*seized the rope, and with a 
vigorous [pull quickly had the fish in 
the bottom of the boat. The scales 
were produced, the fish hooked on, and 
to the ‘question ‘‘How much does he 
weigh?” came the reply, ‘Three 
pounds and a quarter.’”’ ‘‘Good!”

That Temperance Plank. 


Our Republican friends find it nec- 
essary at every annual convention to 
adorn their political platform with what 
they call a temperance plank. But 
since they hold in their party ranks a 
large rum contingent whose votes they 
do not wish to lose, they manage to 
construct a plank on the temperance 
question which is usually about the 
consistency of water gruel, and very 
weak at that. Look at its latest sam- 
ple. It says, “‘We therefore fayor the 
most efficient legislation for the restric- 
tion, prevention, and suppression of 
the evils arising 'from the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors.” The reader will notice 


that nota word is said here about. ‘re- | 


stricting, preventing or suppressing 
the sale of intoxicating liquors, but 


simply the evils’ that arise from 
their sale. This is all they seri- 


ously propose to do. It means, if it 
means anything, that they will: build 
almshousés, insane asylums, prisons, 
inebriate hospitals, etc.,.which are the 
natural result of the evils that flow from 
the sale of intoxicating liquors, but not 
a word of condemnation is hurled 
against the saloon itself; that may con- 
tinue to exist carrying on its. work of 
crime, misery and death, There is in 
fact, not a word in that so-called tem- 
perance plank of the late Republican 
Convention to which a saloon keeper 
among the lowest slums of Boston 
would not say a hearty and loud amen. 
They, more than any other class; are 
anxious to have the evils that arise from 
their business, restricted and suppressed 
but not their business, 

And this, then, is the position of the 
Republican party on the subjecfof tem- 
perance, This is the extent of their 
opposition to the greatest curse of our 
Jand,—the deliberate and public avowal 
of all the interest they feel and take’in 
this important question. But this posi- 
tion as will be seen 18 a long distance 
from the doctrine of prohibition which 
declares for the utter annihilation of 
the sale of intoxicating liquors. We 
hope then, hereafter, that we shall hear 
no more complaint because those who 
call themselves prohibitionists do not 
vote with the Republican party. The 
truth is, no person who sincerely be- 
lieves-in the prohibition of the liquor 
traffic can with any moral consistency 
vote with such a party. If they do, we 
trust they will cease calling themselves 
prohibitionists. 

The great trouble with the Republi- 
can party on this subject is that they 
have really no serious intention of dot 
ing anything to injure the liquor traf- 
fic. They know by 80 doing they 
would commit political suicide.’ But 
they have in their ranks many sincere 
temperance voters, and so some sort of 
a pretence to moral goodness on this 
question has te be made annually. How 
long these temperance voters can be 
satisfied and deceived by these non- 
committal and diluted temperance 
resolutions unaccompanied by any 
downright effort to disturb the saloon, 
is just now aserious problem with their 
leading politicians. -Old habits are 
strong, and party prejudice,will blind 
even the best of men for a long time. 
But this state of things cannot always 
last, and the signs of the times indicate 
most clearly that that class of temper- 
ance voters who. mean business, are 
getting heartily sick of this studied 
evasion and.political tight rope balanc-

Not only is no induce- 
ment offered for expert intelligence to 
seé¢k place in the public service, but 
every obstacle 1s raised to prevent its 
finding an entry there. If by chance 
any man possessing it gets office. he is. 
certain.to be turned out at the end of a 
very brief period. The result is that 
every young man of first-rate intelli- 
gence shuns political life’and public 
service and seeks for his occupation in 
other directions; while the men of in- 
ferior intelligence, unstable character, 
and flabby morality turn. to politics as 
offering thema better chance of suc- 
cess’ than they could hope- for in the 
severer competition of private occupa- 
tions. It is not surprising that under 
such conditions we have bad municipal 


rule in all our large cities;' that munis} 


cipal indebtedness rolls every year into 
larger and more portentious dimen- 
sions, and that all efforts to bring about 
a better state of affairs, by amending | ‘ 
existing charters or enacting new ones, 
result in failure or only partial and tem- 
porary improvement. Reforni’ of a 
thorough and lasting kind will be at- 
tained only when we get a system 


which will give us in all the depart-, 


ments of our municipal service the 
kind of officials which Mr. Shaw’'in his 
article on Paris, in the Century for 
July, described as controlling the po- 
lice department of that city. “Every 
one‘of the numerous bureaus,” he said, 
‘tig manned: with permanent officials 
who have entered the service upon ex- 
amination and who are promoted for 
merit.”” This system prevails through- 
out the service, making every bureau 
of the executive municipal government 
according to Mr. Shaw, ‘“‘a model of ef- 
ficiency.’’ The same system would 
produce similar results in American 
cities, making them as well governed 
as any in the world, instead of stand- 
ing, as at present, among the worst 
governed in the world, It will be a 
slow and arduous task to educate pub- 
lic sentiment: to a realization of this 
truth, but it must be accomplished be- 
fore we can hope for genuine muni- 
cipal reform.—F'rom an editorial in 
October Century.

The electric car knows no Sunday, and 
during the summer it has discharged an 
immense number of Randag visitors upon 
Andover Hill, and allowed them to bi- 
vouac on the Seminary grounds, and roam 
at leisure through these sacred retreats. 
The missionary impulse which the Ameri- 
ean Board has attempted tostifle at An- 
dover has D singe equal to the occasion. 
If the students at the Seminary cannot go 
to the heathen to preach the gospel, they 
are certainly showing themselves equal 
to the task of preaching the gospel to the 
heathen when they come ‘o their own 
doorsteps. Last Sunday the visitors of 
Lawrence found themselves captured and 
captivated.in an open-air meeting which 
the Andover students extemporized for 
their benefit: Those who were present 
describe’ it as a shrewd and inimitable 
and delightful turning of what the. Ando- 
ver people have regarded as a Sunday 
nuisance into an unexpected opportunity 
for preaching the gospel to those who 
are trying to get away from it. Who 
shall say after this that Andover-is not 
up to the times? »

SADNESS IN DUBLIN. 


_ Political Distinctions Forgotten and 


Serrowfal Veople Fill the Streets. 


DUBLIN, Oct, 8.—The general feeling in 
the leading political clubs in both Great 
Britain and Ireland is that the death of 
Mr. Parnell will heal the breach in the 
ranks of the !rish parliamentary party, 

There was tremendous excitement he 
when the report of Mr. Parnell’s death 
spread among the masses. There was a 
great rush for the newspaper offices in en- 
deavors to get a confirmation of the start- 
ling information, 

The Dublin branch of the league has 
sent messages of condolence. by. telegraph 
to the mother and widow of Mr, Parnell. 

The offices of the National League were 
fairly besieged with an excited concourse 
of warm-hearted Irishmen, who had for- 
gotten all about the divorce troubles of 
Mr. Parnell in their desire to express sym’ 
pathy with the great leader of the Irish 
people who had fought so many battles in 
behalf of home rule. Many a tear-stained 
face was seen among the crowd as the 
good qualities of the dead man were re- 
ferred to and when his efforts in the cause 
of Itish independence were mentioned. 
Peominént Parnellites declare that Mr. 
Parneéll’s demise will not affect their posi- 
tiou and that they intead to. continue in 
independent opposition to the party which 
has fought agaiiist their leader. 


The News in Cork, 

Cork, Oct, 8.—The announcement of the 
death of Mr. Parnell produced here a feel- 
ing of stupefacation, It was at first. re- 
ceived with iberedulity; indeed,his nimer- 
ous adherents refused to believe that he 
had even been ill, When later dispatches 
were received, which left no doubt of the 
truth of the story, groups of people 
gathered in the streets and discussed the 
sad event, many showing poignant grief. 
The feeling was shared by the political 


opponents of Mr. Parnell.
